Soviet Delegate Jacob Malik has 
served notice he will veto the res- 
olutiom and the United States is de­ 
termined to move the issue imme­ 
diately after into the General As­ 
sembly. 
No Conciliatory Attitude 
A two-hour speech on Formosa 
and Korea made yesterday by Gen. 
Wu Hsiu-Chuan. chief of the Peip­ 
ing group at U. N., exploded west­ 
ern hopes for a conciliatory atti­ 
tude by the Chinese Communists. 
In some opinion, efforts for private 
talks with Gen. Wu by such dele­ 
gates as Sir Gladwyn Jebb of Brit­ 
ain and Ales Bebler of Yugoslavia 
have gone on the rocks. 
This would leave Sir Benegal 
Rau of India as the only U. N. dip­ 
lomat still seeking private con­ 
tracts with Wu 
Practically all Security Council 
delegates — excepting R u s s i a ’s 
Malik—showed anger at Wu’s “de­ 
fiant" atittude in his speech.

A “quick buildup” of the armed 
forces—one step short of full mo­ 
bilization, and based on a belief 
»that a general Asiatic war can 
still be averted—was recommend­ 
ed by Defense Secretary Marshall 
as soon as he received full reports 
of thé Chinese offensive. 
Program Approved 
Defense officials said that Pres­ 
ident Truman has approved the 
new program, and that it will 
shorten by nearly two years the 
previous timetable for reaching 
3,000,000-man strength. They said 
these results may be expected: 
1. Between 18 and 20 pillion 
dollars in new military appropri­ 
ations will be required from the 
lame duck Congress, instead of 
10 to 15 billion as previously plan­ 
ned. The annual defense bill will 
exceed 45 billion dollars. 
2. Changes in the draft law to 
make more men available will be 
requested next year.

Hitherto they have been con­ 
cerned about the apparent apathy 
of some countries to take security 
measures of their own. They also 
have been troubled over reports of 
growing isolationist tendencies In 
Britain. 
Capping the difficulties was the 
resignation of Rene Pleven’s cab­ 
inet in France. This did not involve 
defense efforts, but it revolved 
around the activities of Defense 
Secretary Jules Moch while he was 
interior secretary almost two years 
ago. 
Refuses Resignation 
President 
Vincent 
Auriol 
re- 
fused to accept the resignation be­ 
cause of the international situa­ 
tion. 
Even should the cabinet j*emaln 
in office, it is likely that Moch 
will not keep his post. This is re­ 
garded as unfortunate because he 
has been working with the Atlantic 
Pact defense committee and his 
successor would lack that exper­ 
ience. 
Observers 
hesitate 
to 
predict 
what effect the Far Eastern fracas 
will have on other countries in the 
Atlantic alliance. In some coun­ 
tries, such as Britain and Norway, 
it is believed likely defense mea 
sures will be speeded. 
In others, such as France and 
thé lowlands, it may cause a feel 
ing of fatality and a lack of mill 
tary activity since they do not want 
to be fought over and destroyed 
again. 
May Be Beneficial 
Some officials believe that the 
flagrant Chinese aggression may 
serve a beneficial purpose in the 
Far East. It is believed it may wean 
Indian away from the Chinese or­ 
bit. particularly since the Peiping 
regime was also so indifferent to 
Prime M inister Nehru’s plea that 
they halt aggression in Tibet.

Anyone who opposes an excess profits tax has two strikes 
i n him righj from the start. It’s hard to convince some people 
4hat taxes of any kind of profits can be too high. When the 
■¡profits to be taxed are labeled “excess,” it’s next to impossible. 
Z 
That explains a great many things. It explains why advo­ 
cates of an excess profits tax almost jammed one through be* 
jo re Congress recessed for the election campaign. It explains 
3vhat has beyen going on in the House Ways and Means C o m m it­ 
te e since the election. 
• 
The committee has been holding hearings on the bill and 
¡Its Republican members have been proposing alternatives to 
■the measure proposed by the White House. Witnesses have 
¡¡been handicapped by being required to stick to the bill and not 
•testifying on possible substitutes. And committee members 
■with other suggested solutions to the tax problem have been 
¡unable to get their ideas considered. The Democratic majority 
5s running the show and it has held its line in voting down Re­ 
publican motions. 
Evidently the Democrats want to put over an excess pro­ 
fits tax and take the credit they believe it will get them. They 
are well aware that the description attached to their bill makes 
it sound good and reasonable in many ears. They are less con­ 
cerned to make sure that its provisions are in fact good and 
reasonable. 
It will be too bad for the country if they continue in this 
attitudfc. For excess profits taxes are likely to encourage infla­ 
tion, discourage initiative, foster wasteful productive prac­ 
tices, and penalize efficient management. There never has 
been a tax of this sort that did not have these results. 
The committee majority may be able to ram this bill down 
the throat of the lame duck Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29—For 
the next three weeks the 81st con­ 
gress will meet in a windup ses­ 
sion. 
The tasks before this expir­ 
ing congress are formidable and of 
the first importance. 
They relate directly to the se­ 
curity and welfare of the nation. 
While lists would vary in emphasis 
as well as variety, here are some 
of the urgent items on the congres­ 
sional work sheet: 
1. Taxes. Quick action to raise 
tax levels would help to check the 
rising spiral of inflation. 
The ad­ 
m inistration wants an excess pro­ 
fits tax of 75 per cent of profits 
above those for a normal earning 
period. 
Strong 
opposition 
has 
come from business, with the Re­ 
publicans 
pressing 
a 
substitute 
which would raise the regular cor­ 
poration tax. 
2. Statehood 
for 
Hawaii 
and 
Alaska. A fter exhaustive hearings, 
committees of both house and sen­ 
ate 
approved 
resolutions 
which 
would make these two territories 
states and the house has taken fa- 
vorcdile action. 
If the senate now 
fails to call up the statehood bills, 
all this work will be for nothing 
and the w-hole process must be 
stàrted anew, giving another op­ 
portunity to the few obstruction­ 
ists who are concerned only with 
their own selfish interests. 
De­ 
fense officials have repeatedly said 
that statehood is essential if Ha­ 
waii and Alaska are to be provided 
with adequate defense. 
3 Aid to Yugoslavia. 
Drouth, 
over-emphasis on industrialization 
and other factors have produced a 
crisis that could give Russia an op­ 
portunity to strike down Marshal 
Tito’s anti-cominform regime. This 
regim e is the chief object lesson to 
the world that communism does 
not necessarily mean subservience 
to Russian imperialism. 
It is an 
example that hàs shaken the al­ 
legiance 
of 
communists 
every­ 
where, ê In America’s own prac­

self-interest,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29,—President Truman, if searching 
for a new Secretary of State and wondering why nobody seeuvs to 
love his current one, might read the closing speech of Bernard Shaws 
“St. Joan” in which the Maid says: 
, , . 
“Oh, God, that madest this beautiful earth, when will it be ready 
to receive Thy saints. How long, Oh Lord, how long?” 
This is a beautiful passage and a pious utterance, but it also illus­ 
trates why people get burned at the stake. Even a sympathetic char­ 
acter like Joan had trouble living in a world which doesnt cotton 
to the superior attitude and claims of know-it-all. An ordinary mortal 
like Dean Acheson is apt to find these airs still less acceptable to the 
rest of us. Even if he were always right about foreign relations, 
Acheson would be nearly always wrong about human relations. Here s 
a matter of some importance in a country where public opinion has 
become the court of last appeal. 
President Could Learn Something 
If President Truman 'as seems certain) is on the look-out for an 
Acheson-successor, the President could learn some do’s and «on t s 
from the Acheson performance. In less than six years in the White 
House the President has already had four Secretaries of State, none 
of whom died in office. We need to get more mileage out of Number 
Five, and he should be picked with care. 
llA 
Acheson’s failing has been largely a matter of personality. The 
Secretary seldom conceals his private opinion that he s a Man from 
Olympus who’s slumming among his intellectual inferiors. When asked 
a question that goes against his grain, Acheson is apt to strike the 
sarcastic pose of Patience on a Monument. He did so. for instance, last 
January when a member or guest of the National Press Club asked 
him about American defense of Formosa and Korea. This reaction, 
while worth a good laugh at the time, did not leave fond memories 
behind i t Neither did another episode when Acheson excluded photog­ 
raphers from an important press conference on the grounds that the 
cameras interfered with his line of thought and delivery. Acheson has 
a way of bestowing second-class citizenship upon people who do not 
somehow regard him as a superior being. It was in this same sPirit 
that he recently made scornful reference to “reexaminists, presumably 
meaning a group of Senators who had just been raM m ined a!JJ?® 
polls and passed for approval. If Acheson ever goes to the stake, purity 
of people involved in these three incidents will gladly carry faggots. 
Will Need Better Gumption 
It almost goes without saying that Mr. Truman’s next Secretai y of 
State will need better manners and more gumption than Acheson. 
Popularity and camaraderie, of course, are not prime requirements in 
a Minister of Foreign Affairs. It is far better for him to have brains 
and special knowledge—as Acheson has in abundance—than to be a 
Frat House Charlie.

New Streamlined Quarters 
Await Returning Congress 


(Special U Central Pres«) 
t 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29—Con­ 
gressmen today have elaborate of­ 
fices in House and Senate office 
buildings on either side of the 
United States Capitol, and inside 
the Capitol their newly air-condi­ 
tioned and refurnished chambers 
will give the federal lawmakers 
the best legislative quarters in the 
nation’s history. 
When you look around Capitol 
Hill in this sesquicentennial year, 
you try to reconstruct the scene 
as it was 150 years ago when Con­ 
gress 
assembled 
in 
November, 
1800, for the first time on the 
permanent 
site fojr the federal 
government on wooded ridges and 
valleys near the Potomac. 
Congress first met in Washing­ 
ton on November 17, 1800. but 
only 44 of the 106 members of the 
House and 13 of the 32 senators 
from the 16 states showed up, 
making it impossible to proceed 
because they did not have a quor­ 
um. Other members were traveling 
through the winding, muddy roads 
to Washington, and by November 
21 enough had arrived to open 
Congress. 


President John Adams gave his 
message to Congress on November 
22. Regarding the new Federal 
City, he said: 
‘fYou will consider it as the 
capital of a great nation, advanc 
ing with unexampled rapidity in 
arts and commerce, in wealth and 
in population, and possessing with­ 
in itself those energies and re 
sources which, if not thrown away 
or lamentably misdirected, will se­ 


cure to it a long course of pros­ 
perity and self-government.” 
In an editorial that began. "The 
Legislature of the United States 
t 
eet this day,” Samuel Harrison 
nith’s newly established National 
Intelligencer and Washington Ad­ 
vertiser commented on November 
17 that ‘‘Never perhaps did a 
session 
of 
Congress 
commence 
under 
auspices 
more 
flattering 
than those which exist at present.” 
Discussing the problems of war, 
peace and taxes, the newspaper 
summarized the situation in the 
fall of 1800 in words you might 
apply today: 
‘Nothing can be more clearly 
expressed by the late elections, 
from one extreme of the union to 
the other, than the hostility of the 
public mind to war with any na­ 
tion, unless forced upon us by 
dire necessity.

Andrews’ announcement follow­ 
ed an announcement by the Penn­ 
sylvania Federation of Labor <AFL) 
that it was ready to fight any at­ 
tempt to impose a sales tax on 
Pennsylvanians. 
The CIO is ex­ 
pected to go on record against a 
sales levy. 
Would Yield Millions 
It has been estimated by 
the 
Pennsylvania Economy League on 
the basis of the most recent com -! 
plete business statistics that a one j 
per cent sale tax with food ex- I 
empted would yield in the neigh- j 
borhood of 54 million dollars a 
year. The revenue would jump to 
86 million dollars annually if no 
exemption was allowed food. 
A sales tax has been considered 
unofficially for several years as a 
means for 
raising 
much-needed 
revenue to offset the increased cost 
of operating state government and 
meeting new obligations including 
retirement of long-term bonds. 
Andrews, cognizant of a need for 
new money estimated up to 150 
million dollars, offered no plan 
for raising the funds except to 
overhaul the commonwealth’s tax 
structure. 
He said, however, that consider­ 
ation of tax legislation should be 
deferred until next September to 
allow the next governor to acquaint 
himself with the commonwealth’s 
financial status. 
Ordinarily, the 
biennial budget makes its appear­ 
ance about two months after a ses­ 
sion opens.

Form Roundup 


Grain Exports 
From U.S. Are 
Now Lagging 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 2 9 — (INS) 
«—The agriculture departm ent re­ 
ports that U. S. grain exports are 
lagging considerably behind those 
of last year. 
The department says that this 
country shipped almost 132 million 
bushels of grain and grain equiva­ 
lent abroad during the past four 
months. 
This compares with 194 
bushel from July through October 
of last year. 
Thirty-four per cent of the ex­ 
ports from July through Octobei 
of this vear went to countries par­ 
ticipating in the Marshall 
plan. 
They 
include: 
Austria. 
Belgium- 
Luxombourg. 
Denmark. 
France. 
Greece. Ireland. Italy. Netherlands. 
Norway. Portugal, Trieste and the 
United Kingdom. 
The next largest amount, about 
30 per cent of the total, went to 
Brazil, Canada. India and Mexico, 
while 27 per cent of the exports 
was shipped to German and U. S. 
Pacific occupied areas. 
The rest 
went to a miscellaneous group of 
countries. 


The government now has less 
than 18.000 bales of 1948 pooled 
cotton left. 
That is all that remains of the 
three million, 779,000 bales the 
government stored for producers of 
the surplus cotton crop of 1948 
The government is selling the 
cotton into the market at good 
prices and early next year will 
divvy up a near 75 million dollar 
jack pot between farmers who pro­ 
duced the cotton the government 
put under storage. 


The Farm ers Home Administra­ 


tion is expected to proclaim in­ 
undated California farms and crop­ 
lands as disaster loan areas before 
the week is out. 
Ralph 
Hollenberg, 
California 
state FHA director, conferred with 
FHA headquarters at Washington 
today on the “critical” situation of 
farm ers in the flood-soaked Cali­ 
fornia valleys. 
Hollenberg said he was “hope­ 
ful that the F arm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration will be able to order 
im mediate assistance to farm ers 
in the flood area” . 
He expects 
“swift action— probably by the end 
of Hie week”. 
The FHA will designate flooded 
farm counties as disaster areas and 
open its coffers to farm ers to help 
them gear up for next year's pro­ 
duction. 
Only farm ers who cannot 
get assistance from private sources 
will be eligible for disaster loans. 


Federal investigators have come 
up with what they call a "w orka­ 
ble” two-man experimental peanut 
combine harvester that will gather 
peanuts 
in 
a 
"fraction" 
of the 
time 
required 
by 
conventional 
methods. 
Engineers of the agriculture de­ 
partm ent say their cylinder-type 
combine can dig. clean, vine, stem 
and bag an acre of peanuts in an 
hour. 
It cuts stacking—a job that 
takes 30 to 35 hours of man labor 
an acre. 
It also will handle wind- 
rowed peanuts. 
But don’t send in orders yet. 
The investigators say the combine 
is only experimental and “does not 
mean that such a machine will soon 
be available to farmers.” 
They consider the machine as “a 
step toward sound harvesting prin­ 
ciples that eventually may be in­ 
corporated into manufacturers' de­ 
signs for production in quantity.”

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New Wonder Drugs Change 
Attack On Germ Diseases 


By FELIX GOTTEN

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29— New 
♦‘wonder drugs", most of which 
have been developed since the 
close of World War IX, are revolu­ 
tionizing the physician’s attack on 
germ diseases. 
Both for the fighting man in 
Korea and the civilian, the hazard 
of infections and germ-induced ill­ 
ness is being narrowed. 
Thus, 
while progress is being made in 
the machines of war, new hope 
also is being opened up for human­ 
ity. 
The whole process started when 
penicillin was introduced to the 
World. 
Result of Accident 
As is now fairly well known, the 
development of this drug was the 
result of an accident. 
Sir Alexan­ 
der Fleming noticed that bacteria 
seemed to be killing germs. Later, 
Sir Howard Florey, exploring the 
possibilities of this discovery, came 
up with penicillin 
By these steps 
the world stumbled into a new 
vynnderland of healing whose limits 
have not been explored 
Amazed by the effectiveness of 
penicillin, 
research 
metn started 
looking for other fungi and bac­ 
teria that would produce deadly 
destroyers of germs that prey on 
mankind. 
Medical men say the process has 
been like looking for pennies in 
hayfields. Thousands of prospects 
have been tested, and only a few' 
have proved valuable 
But each 
discovery has been worth more 
than any gold strike 
Usually, it 
has meant other dangerous germ 
diseases have been brought under 
control. 
The new drugs are known as 
antibiotics. 
As they have been de­ 


veloped, doctors have been find­ 
ing new uses for them. 
Knocks Out Scrub Typhus 
For example, army medical men, 
led by Dr. Joseph E. Smadel, have 
discovered that the latest drugs— 
Chloromycetin, 
aureomycin 
and 
terram ycin—will knock out scrub 
typhus, a disease of the Pacific 
that sometimes kills as many as 40 
per cent of its victims. 
Smadel sayjs that in cases of 
scrub typhus you give the patient 
the drug in the late afternoon "and 
if he does not want breakfast next 
morning something is wrong”. He 
adds: 
"Terramycin does not appear to 
be quite as good as the other two 
in treating the disease. 
But we 
have been spoiled. 
If we had 
found anything a few years ago as 
effective as terram ycin in treating 
scrub typhus we would have hailed 
it as a major trium ph.” 
During the operations in the Pa­ 
cific in World War II, there was no 
effective treatm ent for this disease 
After American troops landed on 
Iwo-Biak along the coast of Dutch 
New Guinea in 1944, nearly a third 
of them contracted scrub typhus 
and many died. 
Value of New Drugs 
The value of the new drugs in 
treating4he disease was discover­ 
ed by army medical teams in re­ 
search work in Malaya. 
Smadel 
says he hopes continued investiga­ 
tion can be carried on there. But 
the work has been interrupted by 
Chinese communist guerrillas, who 
developed a habit of showing up 
where field crews were engaged 
and starting to shoot 
All the new antibiotics are in 
use now in front-line hospitals in 
Korea The old sulfa drugs are used 
in only about one per cent of the 
cases in the armed services, al­ 
though sulfadiazine is preferred 
for certain things, like meningitis. 
Through research, army doctors 
have found what type of infection 
will likely predominate in a cer­ 
tain kind of wound. 
They know 
what antibiotics to use for this in­ 
fection. 
A wounded man is given the 


antibiotic at the earliest possible 
moment. 
Then after a cuflure is 
taken of the wound, and the infec­ 
tion identified, the drug is changed 
if necessary. 
The antibiotics are "selective” 
in the disease germs they attack. 
Penicillin, which still is the most 
applicable and valuable, does not 
work against a number of bacteria. 
Where this happens, doctors now 
have a few other drugs they can 
call upon, and in some cases they 
are highly effective.

Energy Plants

•WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 —(INS) 
—The atomic energy commission 
announced Tuesday that its new 
plants for production of atomic 
fuels will be located on a 250,000- 
acre site in Aiken and Barnwell 
counties, S. C., near the Savannah 
river. 
The plants will be built and op­ 
erated by the explosives depart­ 
ment of the E. 1. DuPont de Ne-v 
mours Co. of Wilmington, Del., 
but the AEC emphasized tijat the 
project will not involve the man­ 
ufacture of atomic weapons. 
Instead, 
the commission said, 
the facilities “will provide mate­ 
rials which can be used either for 
weapons or for fuels potentially 
useful for power purposes.” 
The AEC announcement, cloaked 
in guarded terms, made no men­ 
tion of the highly sercet hvdrpgen 
"hell 
bomb” development plan. 
But it pointed out that construc­ 
tion funds will coïhe from the 
$260,000.000 asked by President 
Truman last July for expansion of 
the overall atomic program. 
The South Carolina location wa* 
chosen after a study of more than 
100 sites. 
The commission said that to 


make way for the plants and sur­ 
rounding security and safety zones 
it will be necessary for about 1,- 
500 families to relocate in the next 
18 months. 
The new atomic site is about 15 
air miles south of Aiken, S. C., 
and about 20 air miles southeast 
of Augusta, Ga.

“There was 
no sepiblance of leadership in civic 
defense at any level 
‘Thousands of persons, like sit­ 
ting ducks, would have perished 
needlessly. 
Survival would have 
been by sheer luck. 
Chaos would 
have taken command." 
People in the target area prob­ 
ably have wandered aimlessly and 
been victims of the secondary ef­ 
fects of bombing because no rescue 
or welfare services would have 
been ready. 
Considerably Better 
“The situation at the'moment is 
considerably b etter” said Miller. 
“Civil defense has been widely 
publicized so that most of the pop­ 
ulation is aware there is an agency 
—statewide and locally—to aid in 
an emergency 
"True, they may not know who 
is in charge 
nd may not have 
been instructed themselves. 
But 
chances are instead of becoming 
panic-stricken, they will look to a 
neighbor, one oi whom would know 
what to do. 
“In other words, the people now 
are amenable to being led which 
was not the case six months ago " 
Miller said the incident of panic 
is thus reduced by 80 per cent. 
In addition to the citizens al­

In the face of the new military 
crisis in Korea. Gen. Wu Hsiu- 
chuan and other members of the
